The increase in 
exports and the decrease in imports almost offset the fail in domestic demand (around 7 per cent}; hence, GDP recorded only 
marginal fall. On the other hand, total external debt growth decelerated, at the same time that a significant improvement in 
its time profile took place. : 

However, these results were only achieved at some economic and social cost: increased inflation, as a result of the 
escudo devaluation and of the adjustment in administered prices; higher unemployment; and lower level of economic activity, 
especially in the domestic oriented sectors.
